TO  THE  MAYOR,  THE  CHAIRMAN,  ALDERMEN  AND 
COUNCILLORS  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF 
ROTHERHAM. 

JLadies  and  Gentlemen, 

My  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1924  is,  by  the  instructions  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  an  ordinary  one.  As  it  is  the  last,  I  much 
regret  to<  say,  that  I  shall  have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your 
consideration,  I  propose  to  make  it  also  a  valedictory  one. 

On  looking  back  on  the  vista  of  40  years’  work  as  Medical 
jOfficer  of  Health  for  Rotherham,  thoughts  of  those  who>  were 
practising  at  the  time  come  to  my  remembrance,  Drs.  Hardwicke, 
Knight,  Garrard,  Desmond,  Walker,  Fisher,  etc. — a  group  of 
jkindlv,  able  men — “gone  but  not  forgotten.” 

Then  the  state  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in  the 
Borough  consisted  of  Dr.  Hardwicke,  part-time  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Parkin,  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  with  no 
clerk  and  very  little  office  accommodation.  The  Borough  was 
without  any  provision  for  dealing  with  infectious  diseases  ;  not 
leven  was  there  a  Small-pox  Hospital  to  deal  with  a  severe  out- 
ihreak  in  the  year  1885.  Sir  Charles  Stoddart  was  the  first  to 
realise  the  urgent  necessity  for  the  isolation  of  this  disease,  and 
owing  to  his  energetic  assistance  a  “  tin  tabernacle  ”  for  small¬ 
pox  was  erected  in  Badsley  Moor  Lane,  which  dealt  with  an 
epidemic  of  over  100  cases.  This  was  the  most  severe  and  fatal 
outbreak  that  has  occurred.  Some  years  later,  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  road,  were  erected  the  splendid  blocks  of  the  present 
Isolation  Hospital.  This  hospital  has  dealt  with  5298  cases  of 
infectious  disease  since  it  was  opened  in  the  year  1906. 

The  constant  scourge  of  enteric  fever,  deadly  at  the  wage 
earning  period  of  life,  claimed  its  yearly  toll  of  victims,  sometimes 
40  and  50  annually.  In  one  year  over  100  cases  were  reported. 
This,  happily,  almost  disappeared  with  the  replacement  of  the 
Ulley  water  bv  the  supply  of  the  Derwent  water  scheme  and  the 
introduction  of  the  water  carriage  system  of  sanitary  arrangements 
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in  place  of  the  disgraceful  privy  midden  system  which  had  existed 
for  years  in  the  Borough.  Now  the  average  number  of  cases  of 
enteric  fever  reported  annually  for  the  past  ten  years  is  8.7. 

Then  the  infantile  mortality  claimed  attention.  Thirty  years 
ago  the  death-rate  per  1,000  births  under  one  year  was  over  200' 
per  1,000  births  annually.  This  was  reduced  in  the  year  1924  to 
96  per  1,000  births.  A  Voluntary  Health  Association  was  formed 
in  1908.  The  Borough  was  divided  into  wards,  and  each  birth 
visited  by  the  ladies  of  the  Association  ;  afterwards  one  Female 
Health  Visitor  was  appointed.  Inspection  and  instruction  of 
midwives  was  included,  with  the  almost  immediate  effect  of  a 
reduced  rate  of  mortality  both  of  infants  and  mothers. 

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  next  claimed  attention.  Amongst 
the  workers,  the  death-rate  from  this  disease  was  especially 
serious  in  males  in  the  prime  of  life.  The  Small-pox  Hospital  at 
Kimberworth  being  empty,  I  proposed  to  the  Plealth  Committee 
that  it  should  be  used  for  institutional  treatment.  Accordingly, 
for  several  years,  men,  women  and  children  were  treated  there, 
many  successfully,  until,  on  my  suggestion,  Oakwood  Estate  was 
purchased  by  the  Corporation,  where  we  have  100  beds,  with  a 
resident  Medical  Officer,  a  fully-equipped  nursing  staff,  and  an 
up-to-date  nursing  home  for  dealing  with  the  disease. 

The  stress  of  the  housing  question  brought  to  notice  the 
terrible  difficulties  of  young  mothers,  and,  again  on  my  sugges¬ 
tion,  Ferham  House  was  bought  and  successfully  equipped  as  a 
maternity  home. 

This  has  proved  a  great  boon  to  the  community,  and  843  con¬ 
finements  have  taken  place  there  up  to  December  31st,  1924,  or 
about  one-eighth  of  the  total  births  in  Rotherham.

Lastly,  venereal  diseases  claimed  attention.  As  the  Clinic  at 
the  Rotherham  Hospital  had  not  been  successful,  the  Health 
Committee  adopted  one  on  the  “  ad  hoc  ”  principle  and  established 
one  at  12,  Frederick  Street,  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  latest 
and  modern  appliances.  Dr.  H.  L.  Barker  was  appointed 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  this  post  together  with  the 
position  of  Medical  Officer  of  the  Maternitv  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre. 

Thanks  to  your  generosity  and  foresight,  1  know  of  no  County 
Borough  of  a  similar  size  and  population  which  is  so1  well  equipped 
as  Rotherham  for  dealing  effectually  with  any  emergency  which 
may  arise  in  public  health  matters. 
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Thus  all  my  dreams  for  the  health  of  the  Borough  have  at  last 
materialised  exeept  the  cleansing  of  the  atmosphere  of  smoke  and 
fumes,  and  this  I  hope  will  be  accomplished  in  the  ten  years 
allowed  to  the  manufacturers  of  the  Borough  bv  Act  of  Parliament. 

Gentlemen,  I  have  striven  to  serve  you  conscientiously  and 
with  what  ability  lies  in  me.  I  cannot  hope  to  have  satisfied  every¬ 
body,  but  I  trust  that  you  will  feel  that  my  forty  years  of  happy 
service  in  your  midst  has  not  been  altogether  in  vain.  I  desire  to 
acknowledge  the  readiness  and  ability  with  which  my  chairmen, 
Alderman  Hickmott,  Alderman  Grundy,  M.P.,  and  Alderman 
Wormald,  J.P.,  O.B.E.,  have  at  all  times  supported  my  work  and 
established  the  measures  needed  for  the  well-being  and  health  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  ancient  Borough  of  Rotherham.

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The  review  of  the  health  of  Rotherham  for  the  year  1924  reads 
pleasantly,  and  was  one  of  the  healthiest  on  record,  the  corrected 
death-rate  having  been  12.75  per  1,000  as  compared  with  nearly 
oO  per  1,000  forty  years  ago.  Thus,  despite  after-effects  of  war, 
bad  trade,  unemployment,  and  other  adverse  influences,  the 
phvsical  condition  of  the  inhabitants  continues  to  improve.  The 
average  duration  of  1  i  1  e  increases.  Every  child  born  has  a  better 
chance  than  its  predecessors  of  reaching  maturity.  Every  youth 
or  girl  is  more  likely  to  live  to  be  70. 

The  birth-rate  and  death-rate  in  Rotherham  have  both  fallen. 
The  latter  is  one  of  the  lowest  on  record,  being  little  more  than 
half  of  what  it  was  forty  years  ago. 

More  satisfactory  still  is  the  decline  in  infantile  mortality,  the 
death-rate  in  Rotherham  being  9b  per  1,000  births  registered  in 
1924  as  compared  with  200  per  1,000'  babies  born  forty  years  ago. 
The  deaths  under  one  year  and  up  to  15  years  are  the  lowest  in 
this  and  1  should  think  in  any  other  country. 

Some  of  the  most  destructive  diseases  are  diminishing  rapidly 
and  some  are  being  almost  stamped  out.  Enteric  fever  has  all 
but  disappeared — in  Rotherham  during  the  past  year  two  cases 
were  reported,  both  with  fatal  results.  The  deaths  from  measles 
have  been  reduced  by  more  than  50  per  cent. 

Tuberculosis,  one  of  the  greatest  scourges  of  all,  is  substan¬ 
tially  declining  year  by  year. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  is  a  bad  set¬ 
off  to  this  general  improvement,  and  caused  7b  deaths  in  Rother¬ 
ham  for  the  year  1924,  as  compared  with  11  deaths  forty  years 
ago.  It  is  one  of  the  highest  causes  of  death  except  those  of 
affections  of  the  heart  and  of  the  respiratory  system. 

This  is  the  more  disturbing  since  medical  science  does  not 
know  what  cancer  is  or  how  it  is  caused. 

Heart  disease  was  the  cause  of  158  deaths  in  Rotherham  for 
the  year  1924. 

If  cancer  and  heart  affections  can  be  kept  down,  and  other 
maladies  eliminated  or  very  greatly  reduced,  we  may  get  a  death- 
rate  of  perhaps  5  or  6  per  1,000.  The  birth-rate  may  be  equally 
low. 

Should  this  happen,  a  curious  state  of  things  may  arise.  The 
numerical  balance  will  shift  from  youth  to  age.  Fewer  and  fewer 
babies  will  be  born — more  and  more  people  will  live  to  be  60,  70, 
80  and  upwards.  The  time  will  come  when  there  will  be  more 
persons  of  both  sexes  over  than  under  50.  It  will  then  be  an  elderly 
nation.  Youth  and  middle-age  will  be  outnumbered  in  business, 
in  the  professions,  and  at  the  ballot  boxes. 
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The  seniors  will  preponderate  and  will  set  the  pace,  rather  a 
slow  one  ;  and  of  these  seniors  the  majority  will  be  ladies  from  50 
upwards,  as  the  female  expectation  of  life  is  far  higher  than  the 
male. 


Eventually  other  nations  will  go<  the  same.  But  we  shall 
reach  the  goal  first  because  of  our  lower  death-rate  and  higher 
ratio  of  female  longevity.  We  shall  be  swayed  by  aged  women 
and  elderly  men,  sooner  than  our  rivals  and  competitors. 

Shall  we  gain  or  lose  by  the  evolution  ?  Will  the  results  be 
good  for  us  or  otherwise?  It  is  difficult  to  predict!  We,  or  our 
successors,  must  “  wait  and  see.” 


The  causes  of  the  decline  in  the  birth-rate  are  by  no  means 
easy  to  determine.  The  marriage  rate  remains  more  or  less 
stationary,  the  standard  of  living  has  risen,  and  the  safety  of 
childhood  has  been  markedly  increased.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
fall  of  the  infant  death-rate  has  afforded  guarantees  of  child  health 
which  were  lacking  a  generation  ago,  and  the  economic  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  time  are  bearing  harshly  on  the  parents  of  large 
families.  It  can  be  said  with  some  assurance  that  the  birth-rate 
is  not  falling  as  a  direct  consequence  of  the  ravages  of  any  disease 
or  that  the  fertility  of  the  race  is  diminishing.  The  evidence  points 
rather  to  deliberate  restriction  as  the  chief  cause  of  decline,  though 
it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  importance  of  this  tendency  has  often 
been  exaggerated. 


The  problem,  however,  is  less  simple  than  many  appear  to 
imagine,  and  much  of  the  discussion  of  it  now  being  carried  on  is 
based  on  false  premises.  The  birth-rate  in  Rotherham  has  fallen 
from  42.46  in  1884  to  23.88  in  1924  per  1,000'  living. 


OUTBREAK  OF  SMALL-POX. 

Unfortunately,  during  the  year  there  has  been  a  mild  epidemic 
of  Small-pox.  The  first  case  was  reported  on  25th  July,  1924,  and 
promptly  isolated  at  Kimberworth  Hospital.  No  further  case  was 
traced  to  this  one,  which  was  a  contact  from  the  adjacent  parish 
of  Dalton. 

On  October  15th  another  case  was  reported,  followed  in  rather 
rapid  succession  by  several  more.  Most  of  these  were  traced  to 
a  woman  who;  had  been  wandering  about  the  St.  Ann’s  Ward,  the 
complaint  having  been  wrongly  diagnosed  as  chicken-pox. 

Altogether  there  have  been  13  cases  during  the  year  1924, 
mostly  children  and  all  unvaccinated.  All  the  patients  have  been 
isolated  at  the  Kimberworth  Hospital  and  every  precaution  taken 
to'  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  At  the  date  of  writing  this 
report,  January  20th,  1925,  all  the  cases  have  been  discharged 
from  hospital  and  the  County  Borough  is  again  clear  of  the  com- 
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plaint.  I  here  have  been  no  deaths.  From  the  returns  1  have 
received,  T  estimate  that  between  five  and  six  hundred  contacts 
were  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated  by  the  Public  Vaccinator,  the 
School  Medical  Officer,  and  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  in  consequence  of  this  outbreak. 

It  is  time  that  the  vaccination  laws  w  ere  strengthened  in  this 
country,  as  through  the  extreme  lattitude  allowed  the  present 
epidemic  has  cost  the  ratepayers  at  least  £1385. 

Scarlet  Fever.- — -During  the  whole  year  this  disease  has  been 
epidemic,  459  cases  being  reported,  which  resulted  in  six  deaths, 
being  a  rate  of  0.08  per  1,000.  The  outbreak  is  now  rapidly  sub¬ 
siding.  . 

Measles. — This  also  has  been  prevalent ;  1,120  cases  have 
come  under  my  notice,  with  13  deaths.  The  death-rate  is  .18  per 

1,000. 

Diphtheria.— Fifty-three  cases  were  notified,  with  four 
deaths,  a  death-rate  of  .06  per  1,000. 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  were  two  deaths  from  this  once 
prevalent  disease,  giving  a  death-rate  of  .05  per  1,000.

Since  the  Home  started  in  December,  1920,  843  babies  have 
been  born  in  the  institution. 

During'  1924  the  Home  has  been  well  patronised,  and  194 
births  have  occurred  there.  Several  changes  in  the  staff  have 
taken  place.  Dr.  Hallinan  resigned  the  position  of  Medical  Officer 
at  the  end  of  September,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Barker, 
the  assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare. 

At  the  end  of  November  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Richardson,  re¬ 
signed.  She  had  held  the  post  of  Matron  since  the  Home  was  first 
started,  and  her  valuable  work  was  a  great  factor  in  the  success 
of  the  institution. 

She  has  been  succeeded  bv  Miss  Buffham.

FEMALE  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

I  he  year  1924  lias  seen  several  changes  on  the  Child  Welfare 
and  Maternity  Staff.  In  October,  Dr.  Hallinan  relinquished  his 
appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ante-natal  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  after  one  year  and  three  months’  service,  Dr.  Barker  then 
taking  up  office. 

In  November,  after  four  years’  service,  Mrs.  Richardson, 
Matron  of  Ferham  House  and  Senior  Health  Visitor,  resigned. 
Miss  Barraclough  was  then  promoted  to  the  office  of  Senior  Health 
Visitor,  and  carried  on  the  administrative  work  at  Ferham  House 
until  January  1st,  when  Miss  Buffham  commenced  duties  as 
Matron  of  the  Maternity  Home. 

In  December,  Miss  Senior  was  appointed  as  Health  Visitor, 
and  the  staff  now  consists  of  three  whole-time  and  two  part-time 
Health  Visitors.  Of  the  latter,  one  is  half-time  V.D.  Clinic  Nurse 
and  the  other  Home  Visitor  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  of 
1913. 

During  the  year  15,452  visits  have  been  paid  by  the  staff. 

These  consist  of  visits  to  cases  of  Pneumonia,  Small-pox 
contacts,  Measles,  Chicken-pox  of  all  ages,  to  infants  generally 
from  birth  to  five  years,  and  of  inquiries  in  respect  of  milk  grants, 
medical  aids,  public  conveniences,  and  houses-let-in-lodgings. 

The  year  has  shown  a  marked  increase  in  the  amount  of  work 
undertaken  by  the  Health  Visitors.  Formerly,  about  90  per  cent, 
of  time  was  given  to  the  supervision  of  infants  up  to  the  age  of 
one  year.  During  the  past  twelve  months,  however,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  children  up 
to-  the  age  of  five  years  have  been  systematically  visited  and  a 
record  of  each  child  kept.  This  record  will  be  handed  to  the 
School  Medical  Officer  when  the  child  is  placed  on  the  school 
register.  Of  necessity  this  has  greatly  reduced  the  number  of 
visits  paid  to  infants  under  twelve  months,  and  whether  such 
relaxation  of  supervision  will  adversely  effect  infantile  mortality 
the  future  alone  will  show. 

Chicken-pox,  absent  from  the  town  for  many  years,  has  been 
prevalent  during  1924.  Cases  have  been  visited  and  a  report  on 
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each  furnished  showing-  the  general  condition  of  the  patient,  the 
possible  source  of  infection,  and  the  state  of  the  household  in 
regard  to  vaccination  and  non-vaccination. 

A  severe  outbreak  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea  occurred  in  the  third 
quarter  of  the  year,  and  was  responsible  for  26  deaths.  It  is 
noticeable  that  the  majority  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  crowded 
and  insanitary  dwellings,  and  appear  to  be  due  to  these  causes, 
aggravated  by  climatic  conditions,  rather  than  to  the  methods  of 
feeding. 

The  assisted  milk  scheme,  which  came  into'  operation  in 
October,  has  also1  come  within  the  province  of  the  Health  Visitors. 
Families  in  receipt  of  grants  have  been  visited  weekly  and  advised 
as  to  the  use  of  the  milk  in  the  best  interests  of  the  younger 
members  of  the  family. 

The  infant  welfare  clinics  have  been  held  three  times  weekly, 
two  hours  of  the  Wednesday  afternoon  clinic  being  devoted  to 
Ante-natal  work.  One-third  of  the  infant  deaths  of  1924  was  due 
to!  prematurity  and  congenital  defects — a  strong  indication  that  it 
is  to'  energetic  and  progressive  measures  of  Ante-natal  care  we 
must  look  to'  effect  any  substantial  reduction  of  infantile  mortality 
in  the  future. 

During  the  year  17  midwives  notified  their  intention  of 
practising  in  the  Borough.  Of  these,  11  are  holders  of  the 
certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  by  examination,  the 
„  remaining  six  being  bona-fide  midwives.  Midwives  living  in  the 
Borough  have  been  visited  at  intervals  of  three  months,  and  their 
homes,  bags,  appliances,  and  mode  of  practice  investigated.  In 
addition  to  these  special  visits  of  inspection,  the  cases  taken  by 
midwives  have  been  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  time 
of  the  midwives ’  attendance,  and  any  neglect  of  mother  or  child  or 
any  infringement  of  the  Rules  reported. 

Eleven  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  occurred  amongst 
midwives’  cases.  These  were  treated  at  Ferham  House  by  the 
Health  Visitors  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

Four  midwives  were  suspended  owing  to  their  having  come  in 
contact  with  infectious  diseases,  and  were  consequently  a  source 
of  infection  themselves.  After  adequate  disinfection  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Local  Authority,  the  midwives  were  allowed  to 
resume  their  work. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  amicable  relations  which  exist 
between  the  midwives  and  the  child  welfare  workers,  and  the 
increasing  numbers  of  mothers  who  attend  the  Welfare  Centre  at 
the  instigation  of  the  midwife  in  attendance. 
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Seeing'  that  all  children  now  under  five  years  of  age  will 
eventually  be  medically  inspected  and  treated  when  they  are  of 
school  age,  it  would  be  advisable  if  some  regular  arrangement  were 
made  for  the  treatment  of  defects  of  the  teeth,  eves,  ears  and  throat 
of  children  of  pre-school  age.  In  this  way  the  earlier  treatment 
which  they  would  receive  would  tend  to-  prevent  the  more  serious 
complications  so  often  met  with  in  school  children. 

Rickets,  which  causes  such  hideous  deformity  in  later  life,  is 
very  prevalent  among  the  children  of  Rotherham.  The  main 
causes  appear  to  be  (1)  the  use  of  patent  foods  such  as  certain 
brands  of  condensed  milk,  (2)  prolonging  breast  feeding  into1  the 
second  year,  and  (3)  deficiency  of  sunlight.  It  must  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  the  atmosphere  of  this  Borough  is  so  charged  with 
smoke  that  probably  50  per  cent,  of  the  ultra-violet  rays  of  the  sun, 
which  are  SO'  essential  to  proper  growth,  are  prevented  from 
penetrating  to  the  inhabitants.  The  establishment  of  a  Light 
Clinic  fitted  with  a  lamp  for  producing  artificial  sunlight  would  be 
a  great  aid  in  preventing  and  curing  this  serious  disease,  which 
produces  so  many  individuals  of  C3  physique.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TUBERCULOSIS  OFFICER. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1924,  on  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  County 
Borough  of  Rotherham.  As  in  past  reports  this  can  best  be  con¬ 
sidered  under  two  headings — (1)  The  Dispensary  and  (2)  The 
Sanatorium. 


THE  DISPENSARY. 

During  the  year  4080  attendances  were  made.  The  number 
of  individuals  was  662,  and  comprised  382  patients  from  former 
years  and  280  who  attended  during  the  year  under  consideration 
for  the  first  time.  Of  the  new  cases  110  were  found  to  be  non- 
tubercular,  and  were  discharged,  whilst  170  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  in  need  of  treatment. 

In  Table  1  a  summary  of  the  total  cases  seen  during  1924 
is  made,  with  reference  to  sex  and  relationship  to  the  National 
Insurance  Act.

THE  DISPENSARY. 


GENERAL  NOTES. 

During  the  year  the  arrangement  with  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  whereby  the  Borough  Dispensary  and  that  of  the 
West  Riding  co-existed  in  the  same  premises  at  Carnson  House 
was  terminated,  and  on  the  first  day  of  October  the  first  session 
was  held  in  the  new  County  Borough  Dispensary  at  12,  Frederick 
Street.  As  a  Centre,  this  has  already  shown  many  advantages. 
It  is  conveniently  situated  for  access  by  tram  or  ’bus  from  all 
parts  of  Rotherham  and  is  well  adapted  for  the  effective  survey 
of  a  large  number  of  patients.  The  premises  consist  of  (1)  waiting 
room,  (2)  consulting  room,  (3)  examination  room — all  suitably 
equipped.  Both  administratively  and  clinically  the  advantages  of 
a  completely  separate  dispensary  are  very  great.  Special  work 
such  as  more  detailed  examinations,  statistical  enquiries  and  other 
clerical  work  can  be  accomplished  outside  routine  hours  and  with 
all  the  material  facts  available  in  case  sheets  and  registers. 

In  previous  reports  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  desira¬ 
bility  of  having  modern  equipment  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  consideration  of  Tables  V.  and 
VI.  in  which  such  cases  are  classified,  shows  that  for  a  great  number 
of  sufferers  comparatively  little  can  be  done  in  Rotherham  apart 
from  general  advice.  Such  cases  are  those  with  glandular  swellings, 
discharging  sinuses,  tuberculosis  of  the  skin  or  lupus.  Institutional 
treatment  of  these  cases  is  prolonged  and  expensive  while  at  the 
same  time  it  encroaches  enormously  on  bed  accommodation  more 
urgently  required  for  other  cases. 

The  provision  of  an  artificial  sunshine  clinic  or  Solarium  for 
Ultra-Violet  radiation  treatment  would  go  far  towards  the  solution 
of  this  problem.  Not  only  could  it  be  used  for  the  so  called  surgical 
cases  but  it  would  be  of  very  potent  benefit  in  the  treatment  of 
other  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  both  children  and  adults  whether 
pulmonary  or  non-pulmonary,  and  for  that  large  evasive  class 
the  so  called  pre-tubercular. 

By  arrangement,  not  only  could  tubercular  children  be 
treated,  but  other  ailing  children  coming  more  closely  under 
the  Education  Authority  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  might 
also  benefit.

Patients  were  admitted  in  all  stages  of  severity  of  disease, 
both  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary.  It  should  accordingly  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  results  of  treatment  are  not  statistically 
comparable  with  those  obtained  in  Sanatoria,  where  early  cases 
only  are  accepted.

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THE  SANATORIUM. 


GENERAL  NOTES. 

Types  of  Cases. — During  the  year  all  classes  of  cases  have 
been  admitted.  The  increasing  number  of  non-puimonary  or 
surgical  cases  calls  for  serious  thought.  These  cases  require  pro¬ 
longed  treatment  involving  a  demand  on  the  available  number  of 
beds  provided  in  the  County  Borough.  It  is  a  spendthrift  policy 
to  discharge  such  cases  before  fairly  complete  recovery  ;  yet  with 
a  daily  augmenting  waiting  list  the  physician  in  charge  must  be 
constantly  apprehensive.  Seventy  beds  to  deal  with  both  pul¬ 
monary  and  non-pulmonary  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  too  small  a 
number  for  a  population  of  70,000. 

X-Rays. — The  provision  of  an  X-ray  apparatus  at  the  Sana¬ 
torium  to  meet  the  modern  demands  of  diagnosis  and  treatment 
is  overdue.  With  first  class  attention  in  the  hygenic-dietetic 
principles,  first  class  staff  and  first  class  buildings,  Rotherham 
cannot  pride  itself  in  a  first  class  Sanatorium  until  it  marches 
with  the  forefront  in  modern  equipment ;  an  X-ra\^  installation  is 
outstanding.  The  scientifically  medical  aspect  needs  no  ampli¬ 
fication  or  buttressing  in  a  report.  The  provision  of  such  an 
apparatus  is  a  necessity,  the  want  of  which  is  serious. 

Dental  Treatment.— The  dental  condition  of  many  patients 
is  still  a  matter  of  great  concern.  To  treat  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  in  the  presence  of  systematic  sepsis  is  a  refined  way  of 
spending  money  unwisely.  The  provision  of  dental  treatment 
prior  to  or  during  the  currency  of  Sanatorium  treatment  is  worth 
consideration. 

The  Social  Side. — During  the  year  1924  it  was  never  for¬ 
gotten  that  a  patient  is  a  human  being.  Strains  and  stresses 
even  if  of  limited  degree  go  to  mar  that  desired  progress  towards 
recovery  and  so  far  as  the  staff  and  patients  at  Oakwood  could 
conspire  such  adverse  circumstances  were  obviated.  Concerts, 
whist  drives,  wireless  evenings  and  other  distractions  from  the 
daily  routine  were  continued  and  appreciated,  and  the  Benevolent 
Fund  made  up  of  profits  from  tobacco,  cigarettes,  sweets,  etc., 
bought  and  sold  in  the  way  of  business  went  to  help  many,  by 
way  of  a  tangible  mite,  who  would  otherwise  have  gone  without 
some  little  luxury.

TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


In  October,  1924,  considerable  reorganisation  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  took  place. 

The  old  treatment  centre  at  the  Rotherham  General  Hospital 
was  discontinued  and  a  new  treatment  centre  was  instituted  at 
No.  12,  Frederick  Street.  At  the  same  time  a  new  whole-time 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  special  qualifications  was 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  centre  in  conjunction  with  other 
duties.  A  whole-time  Orderly  was  appointed  to  assist  in  carrying 
out  intermediate  treatment  and  also  a  nurse,  who  devotes  half 
her  time  to  the  treatment  centre  and  half  to  the  duties  of  health 
visitor. 

As  a  result  of  this  reorganisation  the  centre  is  now  open  every 
day  to  both  sexes  and  already  the  increase  both  in  the  number 
of  individuals  and  in  the  number  of  attendances  is  highly  satis¬ 
factory.  The  fact  that  the  attendances  have  increased  three  fold 
at  the  end  of  only  three  months  shows  how  much  the  centre  is 
appreciated  by  the  patients.  The  equipment  is  thoroughly  up  to 
date  and  there  are  facilities  for  doing  pathological  investigations. 
The  hours  of  the  clinic  are  especially  arranged  to  suit  the  con¬ 
venience  of  patients  working  in  changing  “  shifts/' 

In  connection  with  the  scheme  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  the  accommodation  of  in-patients  of  both  sexes.
